Nearly every one in the east of 
“The Lady Who Dared,” the First 
National picture now at the 

Theatre, received his train- 
ing on the stage. 


With the exception of Billie Dove, 
the star of the picture, each of the 
players had many years of training 
before the footlights, and Miss Dove 
did theatrical work for over a year 
before her entrance into motion pic- 
tures. 


Sidney Blackmer, who plays the 
leading male role opposite the star, 
went on the stage in leading roles 
following his discharge from service 
at the end of the World War. 


Conway Tearle made his first ap- 
pearance on the stage at the age of 
five. Judith Vosselli had had nine 
years before the footlights when she 
was drafted for motion pictures. Cos- 
mo Kyrle Bellew comes from a fa- 
mous English theatrical family and 
began speaking lines at an early age. 
Lloyd Ingraham spent twenty-three 
years in the theatre before embark- 
ing on a motion picture career seven- 
teen years ago. Ivan Simpson was 
for thirty years in legitimate work 
in his native England and in this 
country. Parisians first heard the 


voice of Mathilde Comont when she 
made her stage debut as a child in 
the French capital.

Norton is to keep the photos and as 
the butler hands them to him, Mar- 
garet seizes them and flees. 


Finding unimportant papers and no 
photos in the envelope, Margaret be- 
lieves Norton has them and goes 
to his rooms. When he returns, he 
gives her the photos and explains why 
he was forced into the plot. As they 
are talking, the voices of Townsend 
and a secret service man are heard 
in the hall. Norton hides Margaret 
in the bathroom. They search his 
baggage futilely and then try the 
bathroom door. Norton protests, ad- 
mitting there is a woman in there, 
but his protests are of no avail and 
they threaten to break down the door. 
Norton makes a pact with them, stat- 
ing that he will show them the con- 
traband if they will allow the woman 


‘to leave unseen. They agree. 


When Margaret leaves, she picks 
up some cartridges which were in @ 
revolver she had for her protection 
and sends them to the Boone-Flemings 
with a message from Norton. They 
are arrested on shipboard with the 
extremely embarrassing cartridges in 
their possession. Norton is let off 
with deportation. Townsend is com- 
mended’ for his fine handling of the 
matter but he modestly gives credit 
to whom it is due—the woman in the 
case.

Sidney Blackmer, Broadway ma- 
tinee idol who is now “clicking” as 
a talkie hero in First National offer- 
ings, was married recently to Lenore 
Ulric, stage star.

Conway Tearle returns to the 
screen after a long absence in an 
especially interesting role—half vil- 
lain and half hero.

His business leads the consul to 
neglect his wife, and, in the languor 
of the south, she drifts into the 
company of the character played by 
Tearle, who is in actuality a. smug- 
gler. Attracted to her at first 
through the thought that her in- 
fluence will help him in his nefarious 
business, he actually falls madly in 
love with her, and she, in a mild 
way, with him. 


The menace in the picture is Judith 
Vosselli, remembered from “The 
Rogue Song” and “Toast of the 
Legion” for her smooth and finished 
performances. A member of the 
smuggling gang, she not only sees 
Jack Norton (Tearle) slipping, but 
their plans as well. Through a frame- 
up she catches the heroine and Nor- 
ton in a compromising situation, plac- 
ing herself in a position to demand 
favors through the threat of black- 
mail. 


The story moves rapidly, with a 
great deal of punch in the situations 
and the lines, under the capable di- 
rection of William Beaudine, who 
filmed it as a Vitaphone production 
for First National Pictures, Lloyd 
Ingraham as Farrell of the Secret 
Service gives a good account of him- 
self.

Variety is not only the spice of 
life, but it is the foundation of 
continued success in the entertain- 
ment world. 

So says Sidney Blackmer, who is 
now to be seen and heard at the 
Theatre as leading man 
for Billie Dove in her latest First 
National and Vitaphone production, 
“The Lady Who Dared.” 

“Long ago I learned that the pub- 
lie craves variety in its entertain- 
ment fare,’ declares Blackmer, in 
discussing this theory of theatrical 
success. “The lesson was forcibly 
brought home to me when I was 
struggling for recognition on the 
stage in New York. Then later, 
when I was touring the principal 
cities of America, I had opportunity 
to study the likes and dislikes of 
all sorts and types of people. 

“During the years I played on the 
stage I made it my. practice to 
change my offerings as frequently as 
possible so that each characteriza- 
tion I did would be as different as 
possible from its predecessors. Since 
I have been on the screen I have 
been fortunate in carrying out this 
plan, for in “The Love Racket” and

my roles were different. Then the 
first part which I played opposite 
Billie Dove, in ‘Sweethearts and 
Wives’ was quite new for me, while 
‘Woman Hungry,’ with Lila Lee, 
was also different from anything I 
have ever done. ‘The Lady Who 
Dared’ gave me the opportunity for 
a delineation which broke new 
ground entirely.

Made ’Em Too! 


(Current Reader) 

The motion picture fan who goes 
to the theatre to look for such minor 
flaws as two buttons on the hero’s 
coat when technical accuracy de- 
manded three, would have a sad time 
of it if he turned his attention to 
Shakespeare, according to Conway 
Tearle, who plays one of the leading 
roles in “The Lady Who Dared,” now 
starring Billie Dove at the 
Theatre. 

For Mr. Tearle, who has. studied 
the works of the Bard of Avon as- 
siduously since the days when he 
played on the English stage, insists 
that Shakespeare made his little 
blunders, too. 

For instance, the actor points out, 
he speaks of King John and his 
barons fighting with cannon, al- 
though historical research establishes 
the fact that these instruments of 
destruction were entirely unknown 
at the period of which he was writ- 
ing. In another play he causes a 
character to mention printing, even 
though the period in question pre- 
dated the Gutenburg invention by 
a hundred or more years. 

Still again, Tearle declares, we 
find mention of striking clocks in 


the time of Julius Caesar, although: 


there were certainly no tuneful 
clocks at that early date. 

All of which the actor maintains, 
is simply a demonstration of the 
fact that sometimes “Homer nods 
and Milton drops his wing.”
